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Obama says stimulus bill saved economy 


WASHINGTON-President 
Barack Obama hailed 
Wednesday’s one-year-old 
economic stimulus law as 
an accomplishment that 
staved off another Great 
Depression and kept up to 2 
million people on the job. 
Still, with millions still out 
of work and losing patience, 
Obama acknowledged that 
to them, “It doesn’t yet feel 
like much of a recovery.” 

Marking the anniversary of 
the $787 billion American 
Recovery and Reinvestment 
Act, Obama aimed his 
message at people skeptical 
about the expensive relief 
measure and Republican

lawmakers who voted 
against it and continue to 
hammer him about it. 

To the public, Obama 
explained, as he has 
many times before, that 
the stimulus plan was 
composed of tax cuts 
for most Americans 
along with help for state 
governments, extended 
social service benefits 
and huge investments in 
energy, education and 
infrastructure. 

“One year later, it is largely 
thanks to the recovery act 
that a second depression 
is no longer a possibility,” 
Obama said.

Haiti judge trees 8 of 10 
American missionaries

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AP) — Eight American 
missionaries were freed 
from a Haitian jail 
Wednesday, nearly three 
weeks after being charged 
with child kidnapping for 
trying to take a group of 
children out of the quake- 
stricken country. 

The eight — looking 
bedraggled and sweat- 
soaked — walked out of the 
Haitian jail escorted by US 
diplomats just after dusk. 
They waited until they 
were safely inside a white 
van before flashing smiles 


and giving a thumbs up to 
reporters.

To his Republican critics, who 
say the bill was a costly, debt- 
financed blunder that has not 
delivered on the promise of job 
creation, Obama challenged 
them to take up the case 
with people who have stayed 
employed or have found help 
solely because he and the 
Democratic-run Congress 
acted. 

Obama even delighted in 
recounting a section of his 
State of the Union address last 
month in which he talked of 


the tax cuts from the stimulus 
plan and watched Republican 
lawmakers fail to applaud the 
idea. 

“They were all kind of 
squirming in their seats ... It 
was interesting to watch,” 
Obama said. 

And Obama made sure to 
commend himself and his own 
team for taking action. 

The United States has lost an 
astounding 8.4 million jobs 
since this recession began in 
December 2007. 

Obama said the stimulus plan 
is on target to create or save 1.5 


million more jobs, bringing 
up the estimated total to 3.5 
million. 

But he sought to remind people 
that the goal of law was never 
to restore every job. 

The government can build 
confidence and demand and 
rescue people in hard times 
during a severe economic 
slide, Obama said, but it will 
always be businesses of the 
private sector that ultimately 
generate jobs and a recovery. 
Obama made repeated 
references to how well, in 
his view, his government has 
done with the stimulus. 

“There has never been a 
program of this scale, moved 
at this speed, that has been 
enacted as effectively and as 
transparently as the recovery 
act,” Obama added. Referring 
to Vice President Joe Biden 
and the other top aides, Obama 
said, “This team has done an 
outstanding job.” 

Biden, who has led the 
stimulus implementation, 
took his own swipe at critics. 
“They’re unwilling to step 
up,” he said. “Well not us.’Q 


U.S. files new charges against 
arms dealer suspect

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. prosecutors filed new charges 
Wednesday in their global pursuit of a suspected arms dealer, 
hoping to convince reluctant officials in Thailand to extradite 
him over objections from Russia. 

An updated indictment charges that Viktor Bout, once known 
as the “Merchant of Death,” and his former business associate, 
Richard Chichakli, conspired to violate United Nations 
sanctions aimed at stopping bloody fighting in Africa. 

The new charges appear aimed at helping U.S. authorities 
overcome a Thai court’s objections to extraditing Bout, 
a wealthy Russian businessman whose case has become a 
diplomatic tug of war between the U.S. and Russia since his 
arrest in Bangkok in 2008. 

A Thai judge had turned down a U.S. extradition request 
for Bout, citing concerns that Bout’s arrest was based on 
American evidence that he was aiding a South American 
militant organization that is not considered a terrorist group 
by Thailand. 

Russia has fought U.S. attempts to take Bout into custody. 
Chichakli is a Syrian-born American last reported to be living 
in Moscow. 

Bout is a former Soviet air officer who was dubbed the 
“Merchant of Death” because of his 1990s-era notoriety for 
running a fleet of aging Soviet-era cargo planes to conflict- 
ridden hotspots in Africa. A high-ranking minister at Britain’s 
Foreign Office first used the nickname to single out Bout for 
his arms role in Africa. □

Missouri (AP) — There 
may be nothing like the real 
thing, but some industrious 
marijuana users have seized 
on an obscure but easily 
accessible substance that 
mimics the drug’s effects 
on the brain — creating 
a popular trade in legal 
dope that has stymied law 
enforcement authorities. 

The users are buying a 
product known as K2 — or 
“Spice,” Genie” and“Zohai” 
— that is commonly sold 
in headshops as incense. 
Produced in China and 
Korea, the mixture of herbs 
and spices is sprayed with 
a synthetic compound 
chemically similar to THC, 
the psychoactive ingredient 
in marijuana. Users roll 
it up in joints or inhale it 
from pipes, just like the real 
thing. 

Though banned in most of 
Europe, K2 ’skey ingredients 
are not regulated in the 
United States — a gap that 
has prompted lawmakers 
in Missouri and Kansas to 
consider new legislation. 
“This isn’t Jerry Garcia’s 
marijuana,” said state Rep. 
Jeff Roorda, a Democrat 
from the eastern Missouri 
town of Barnhart. “They’ve 
used chemicals to avoid 
creating something that’s 
already illegal.” 

Authorities in Johnson 
County, Kansas, discovered 
ex-convicts on probation 
smoking K2, and said it is 
spreading to high school 
students. 

“This has become extremely 
popular,” said Linda Weber, 
owner of The Vise smoke 
shop in a St. Louis suburb, 
who said she only sells to 
adults. 

She said she sells about 
60 packages a week, with 
suppliers calling her weekly 
to pitch new brands. She 


said she’s keeping an eye 
on what state lawmakers 
decide, though, because 
“I definitely don’t want 
to be selling it if it comes 
out that it’s harmful.” K2 
costs between $20 and $50 
for three grams — similiar 
to the street price of 
marijuana — but with the 
key advantages of being 
legal and undetectable 
in drug tests. The key 
ingredients are believed 
to be the unintended result 
of scientific research on 
marijuana’s effects. 

Dr. John Huffman, a 
Clemson University organic 
chemistry professor, was 
researching the effects of 
cannabinoids on the brain 
when his work resulted in 
a 1995 paper that contained 
the method and ingredients 
used to make the compound. 
That recipe found its way 
to marijuana users, who 
replicated Huffman’s work 
and began spraying it onto 
dried flowers, herbs and 
tobacco. 

“People who use it are 
idiots,” said Huffman, 
referring to K2 smokers. 

A proposed bill in Missouri 
would make possession a 
felony punishable by up 
to seven years in prison 
— identical to punishments 
given to users of real 
marijuana. A similar bill 
in Kansas would make 
possession a misdemeanor, 
with up to a year in jail and 
a $2,500 fine, also the same 
as marijuana convictions. 
The products are sold 
widely, but authorities 
in other states contacted 
by The Associated Press, 
including Pennslyvania, 
California and Michigan, 
said they haven’t heard of 
their use as a drug. 

Police in Missouri and 
Kansas said they’ve 
become aware of K2 in 
recent weeks. In the rural 
southern Missouri city of 


West Plains, K2 is sold in a 
head shop just blocks from 
the high school. A botched 
attempt by teens to steal K2 
from the shop brought the 
substance to the attention of 
police. “A 10-year-old child 
could walk into a head shop 
and buy it,” said West Plains 
Detective Shawn Rhoads. 
“It’s not a tobacco, it’s not 
regulated by anything. It 
would be like sending my 
10-year-old son into Wal- 
Mart to buy potpourri.” 
Although it is legal, 
the military has banned 
possession of K2. The 
federal Drug Enforcement 
Administration has 

classified it a “drug or 
chemical of concern.” 
Conner Moore, 20, who is 
taking a semester off from 
college, said he and his 
friends started smoking K2 
after reading online news 
articles and postings about 
the substance. He compares 
the high to smoking medical 
marijuana. The high, he 
says, is shorter. 

“We just got on forums and 
looked it up and saw what 
other people said about it,” 
he said. “Obviously if it 
comes out being bad, I’ll 
obviously stop using it,” 
Moore said. “There’s really 
no sites out there that say 
what is in K2.” There is no 
data on the drug’s toxicity 
or how long it stays in the 
body. In mice, it can lead to 
a lower body temperature, 
partial paralysis and the 
temporary inability to 
feel pain, according to the 
DEA. 

One of the few studies of 
the compound’s use was 
performed by the European 
Monitoring Centre for 
Drugs and Drug Addiction, 
a Portugal-based agency 
of the European Union, 
in November 2009. The 
study found the amount of 
synthetic compound varies 
widely between brands, and 


that despite being widely 
available, it isn’t clear how 
many Europeans use it. 
Allen St. Pierre, executive 
director of the National 
Organization for the Reform 
of Marijuana Laws, said K2 
isn’t much discussed within 


marijuana culture. 

“If government is genuinely 
concerned about controlling 
cannabis-related products, 
there is really only one 
thing that seems to have 
an effect: a tax stamp,” St. 
Pierre said. □

GOP sees possible upside Ip health care summit

Obama and the Democrats are

— extending coverage to more 
than 30 million Americans

WASHINGTON - The 
Transportation Department 
plans to open a formal 
investigation into the 2009- 
2010 Toyota Corolla over 
potential problems with 
the car’s power steering, 
a department official said 
Wednesday. 

The preliminary investigation 
is expected to be opened 


— at the one-of-a-kind event. 
By comparison, a Republican 
plan would only help 3 million 
more. But during a time of 
ballooning deficits, the GOP 
figures reining in rising 
medical costs — not coverage 

— could resonate with voters 
in an election year. 

The Democratic health 
overhaul plan is estimated at 
some $1 trillion over 10 years, 
and Republicans will contrast 
their financial approach with 
that of the Democrats. So 
even on Obama’s turf, the 
GOP thinks it can score a few 
political points. 

“I think what we have to do is 
keep it on the policy and really 
continue to describe that we 
have listened to the American 
people, and anyone listening 
to the American people would 
say scrap this bill and begin 
again, and let’s begin again by 
focusing on lowering costs,” 
Rep. Dave Camp of Michigan, 
who will be attending the 
summit as the top Republican 


on Thursday and involves 
an estimated 500,000 
vehicles. The official spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because the department had 
not yet notified Toyota of the 
probe. 

Toyota Motor Corp. said at 
a news conference in Japan 
earlier Wednesday that it 
was looking into complaints 
of power steering problems 
with the Corolla and was 
considering a recall as one 
option. Toyota said there 
have been fewer than 100 
complaints. 

In the U.S., the National 
Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration has received 
about 150 complaints from 
drivers about the issue. The 
complaints are small compared 
to the number of vehicles 
involved: The department 
said the investigation involves 
about 363,000 vehicles from 
the 2009 model year and 
about 136,000 vehicles from 
the 2010 model year. 

In the Corolla complaints, 
drivers have said they felt 
they were losing control over 
the car’s steering, particularly 
at highway speeds.□ 


on the House Ways and Means 
Committee, said Tuesday. 
Republicans know they go into 
the half-day event Feb. 25 with 
built-in disadvantages. Obama 
dominated when he debated 
House Republicans at their 
retreat in Baltimore last month, 
and the White House would 
like to recreate that dynamic, 
capitalizing on Obama’s 
speaking skills. 

The president has already said 
he’ll moderate the forum, and 
the location and staging at the 
Blair House guest residence 
are of the White House’s 
choosing, giving Democrats 
home-court advantage. But 
Republicans say they have a 
different advantage: Polls show 
Americans side with them on 
the substance. All they have to 
do is remind viewers that’s the 
case, and they could chalk up 
something like a win that could 
make the going even tougher 
for the Democrats. 

In a New York Times/CBS poll 
released this month, 56 percent 
said they preferred “a smaller 
government providing fewer 
services” to 34 percent in 
favor of “a bigger government 
providing more services.” 
Some 27 percent named jobs 
as the most important issue 
confronting the nation while 
25 percent said the economy. 
Thirteen percent said health 
care, fewer than the 16 percent 
who said “other.” 

Republicans say all that argues 
in favor of their approach: 
taking smaller steps toward 
reform, not a comprehensive 
remake like the Democrats 
prefer. They’ll continue to 
argue that Democrats should 
scrap their existing bills and 
start over. 

“Americans don’t want another 
2,700-page bill that raises taxes 
and slashes Medicare for our 
seniors,” said Don Stewart, 
spokesman for Senate Minority 
Leader Mitch McConnell, R- 
Ky. 

With the summit more than 
a week away and lawmakers 
out of town for the Presidents 
Day recess, Republicans are 
in the early stages of planning 
their strategy for the event, 
which Democrats hope will 
jump-start legislation stalled 
since they lost a Massachusetts 
Senate seat and their ability to 
overcome Republican delaying 
tactics. 

House Minority Leader 
John Boehner of Ohio and 
McConnell, his Senate 


counterpart, will attend the 
summit along with other top 
Republicans. Boehner and 
McConnell also get to invite 
four lawmakers each but have 
not said who they will be. That 
decision in itself will send a 
message about their approach 
and help determine the tone of 
the session. 

“I think the president will 
lay out his ideas and I would 
expect that Republicans will 
and others will lay out their 
solutions,” White House press 
secretary Robert Gibbs told 
reporters. 

One potential hitch for 
Republicans is that there is not 
a single GOP plan. 

In the House, one Republican 
plan would cover some 3 
million and lower premiums 
by as much as 8 percent for 
individuals and 10 percent for 
small businesses — expect to 
hear the latter figure mentioned 
frequently at the summit. But 
a number of lawmakers have 
their own plans, and in the 
Senate no single Republican 
plan emerged, though 
individual senators put forward 
proposals, including some with 
significant similarities to the 
Democratic bills. 

Obama has pledged to post 
the Democrats’ plan online 
before the summit; he’s hoping 
Democrats in the House and 
Senate can reconcile differences 
between their approaches 
before then. Republicans have 
no plans to go along with 
Obama’s request that they, too, 
post a comprehensive proposal 
online, but they don’t view that 
as a problem. 

Keith Hennessey, who served as 
senior White House economic 
adviser to President George 
W. Bush, offered Republicans 
some advice in a posting on 
his blog this week. He wrote 
that Republicans should offer 
a range of significant policy 
changes but not feel obligated 
to have a single unified 
approach. Instead, they should 
“hammer home that this should 
have been a legislative debate 
and process among multiple 
options, rather than a take- 
it-or-leave-it, or option A vs. 
option B exercise.” 
Hennessey’s final words 
of advice: “When in doubt, 
shift the camera’s focus to 
your disagreements with 
congressional Democrats, who 
will be a far easier opponent in 
a public snowball fight than the 
president.”Q

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Man tells police he 
tossed baby off bridge

WOODBRIDGE, New 
Jersey (AP) — A man who 
snatched his infant daughter 
from the arms of her maternal 
grandmother while the child’s 
mother was in court getting a 
restraining order against him 
told police he threw the baby 
off a bridge and into a frigid 
New Jersey river, prompting 
a massive search beneath a 
busy parkway. 

Search teams, including boats, 
dogs and helicopters, scoured 
the area beneath the Garden 
State Parkway’s Driscoll 
Bridge in Central New Jersey 
on Wednesday for any signs 
of 3-month-old Zara Malani- 
lin Abdur, who was abducted 
Tuesday. 

Authorities suspended the 
search after dark and planned 
to resume at daybreak 
Thursday. 

Acting New Jersey Attorney 
General Paula Dow called it 
“an example of a horrific case 
of domestic violence.” 
Authorities say the girl’s 
father, 21-year-old Shamsiddi 
Abdur-Raheem, allegedly 
forced his way into the 
grandmother’s apartment 
Tuesday afternoon, striking 
her in the face, choking her, 
and forcibly taking the baby, 
wrapped in a blanket. 

The 60-year-old grandmother, 
who police declined to 
identify, chased after Abdur- 
Raheem and was struck 
when she tried to stop him by 
throwing herself in the path of 
his van. 

She was treated at a local 
hospital and released. 
Abdur-Raheem was arrested 
four hours after the abduction 


and allegedly confessed to 
police that he had tossed the 
child from the bridge before 
driving to consult with his 
Imam, who then drove him 
to the home of a relative who 
called police. 

Abdur-Raheem faces charges 
of kidnapping, attempted 
murder, aggravated assault 
and child endangerment when 
he is arraigned Thursday 
morning in Superior Court. 

It was not immediately clear 


if he has retained a lawyer. He 
was being held at the Essex 
County Jail on $700,000 bail. 
The child’s mother, Venetta 
Benjamin, who has sole 
custody of the infant, was in 
a Newark courtroom seeking 
a restraining order against 
Abdur-Raheem at the time of 
the alleged abduction. 

Her lawyer, Mitchell 
Liebowitz, said the baby was 
snatched before the order was 
served. □

EAST PALO ALTO, California (AP) — A twin-engine plane 
carrying three employees of electric car maker Tesla Motors 
struck a set of power lines after takeoff Wednesday and crashed 
into a fog-shrouded residential neighborhood, raining fiery 
debris over homes, sending residents running for safety and 
killing everyone aboard. 

But the crash somehow caused no injuries or deaths on the 
ground despite a wing slamming into a home where a day care 
center operated. The seven people inside the house, including 
an infant, all escaped moments before the home went up in 
flames. 

Menlo Park Fire Chief Harold Schapelhouman said the Cessna 
310 either struck a 100-foot (30-meter) electrical tower or clipped 
its power transmission lines and broke apart, dropping debris 
throughout the working-class Silicon Valley neighborhood. It

when plane hits home 


was not immediately clear if the dense fog played a role in the 
crash. 

The city of Palo Alto said most of the city and surrounding area 
— about 28,000 customers — had no electricity for most of the 
day because of the crash. 

A spokeswoman for Palo Alto-based Facebook Inc. said its 
offices were without power but the outage was not affecting the 
Web site. Hewlett-Packard Co.’s corporate headquarters also 
were dark, and employees were asked to find other places to 
work Wednesday, a spokeswoman said. 

The crash rattled Tesla Motors, one of only a few companies 
producing and selling purely electric cars. The identities of the 
employees were not released. The plane was owned by Doug 
Bourn of Santa Clara, identified by a Tesla spokesman as a 
senior electrical engineer at the company. 

“Tesla is a small, tightly knit company, and this is a tragic day 
for us,” Tesla CEO Elon Musk said in a statement. 

The Cessna crashed Wednesday morning shortly after takeoff 
from the Palo Alto Airport and was bound for Hawthorne 
Municipal Airport in Southern California, according to the 
Federal Aviation Administration. The crash site was close to 
Tesla’s headquarters in San Carlos. 

The occupants of the homes have been accounted for, although 
authorities can’t be completely sure of the fatality count until 
crews begin clearing the wreckage, Schapelhouman said. 
“Either by luck or the skill of the pilot, the plane hit the street 
and not the homes on either side,” he added. “That saved people 
in this community.” 

The crash comes at a difficult time for Tesla, which employs 
515 people worldwide and just three weeks ago disclosed plans 
to hold an initial public offering of stock. □

Hours earlier, judge Bernard 
Saint-Vil told The Associated 
Press that eight of the 10 
missionaries were free to 
leave without bail or other 
conditions after parents 
testified they voluntarily 
handed their children over to 
the missionaries. 

“The parents of the kids made 
statements proving that they 
can be released,” he said, 
adding that still wants to 
question the group’s leader 
and her nanny. 

Kimberly Flowers at the U.S. 
Embassy would not confirm 
that the Americans were 
leaving on a U.S. government 
chartered plane, citing privacy 
law. She said that as U.S. 
citizens, they were entitled to 
evacuation flights.

The missionaries, most from 
two Baptist churches in Idaho, 
are accused of trying to take 
33 Haitian children to the 
Dominican Republic on Jan. 
29 without proper documents. 
Their detentions came just as 
aid officials were urging a halt 
to short-cut adoptions in the 
wake of the earthquake. 

The missionaries say they 
were on a humanitarian 
mission to rescue child quake 
victims by taking them to a 
hastily prepared orphanage in 
the Dominican Republic and 
have denied accusations of 
trafficking. 

Group leader Laura Silsby 
originally said they were taking 
only orphaned and abandoned 
children, but reporters found 
that several of the children 
were handed over to the group 
by their parents, who said the 
hoped the Baptists would give 
them a better life. 

Saint-Vil said he still wants 



to question Silsby and nanny 
Charisa Coulter about their 
visit to Haiti in December 
before the earthquake, but 
he asked for Coulter to be 
hospitalized because of her 
diabetes. Earlier Wednesday, 
Coulter of Boise, Idaho, 
briefly received treatment but 
was then taken back to jail. 
“We are very pleased that Paul, 
Silas, Drew, and Steve have 
been released by the Haitian 
court,” said Caleb Stegall, a 
Kansas district attorney who 
has been helping some of the 
defendants. “Their families 
are relieved and anxious 
to have them safely home, 
and we are turning all of our 
energies toward bringing them 
back as safely and quickly as 
possible,” 

Gary Lissade, the attorney 
for American Jim Allen, said 
he expected the charges to be 
dropped against the eight. 
Relatives in the U.S. received 
the news of the judge’s 
decision cautiously. 

“Until I know they’re on a 


plane on their way home, it’s 
hard to react,” said Drew Ham, 
assistant pastor of a Baptist 
church in Meridian. 

Silsby’s sister, Kim Barton, 
said learning that her sister 
could not leave Haiti was 
difficult. “At this point I don’t 
have any comment. I don’t 
know any more than you do,” 
Barton said. 

The group early had been 
embarrassed by revelations 
that a man who briefly served 
as their legal adviser and 
spokesman in the Dominican 
Republic is wanted on 
people-smuggling charges 
in the United States and El 
Salvador. 

U.S. Marshals say they are 
hunting for Jorge Puello, who 
was already being pursued by 
authorities in the Dominican 
Republic on an Interpol 
warrant out of El Salvador, 
where police say he led a ring 
that lured young women and 
girls into prostitution. He also 
had an outstanding warrant for 
a U.S. parole violation.□ 
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Embattled Afghan Taliban rely on human shields

MARJAH, Afghanistan (AP) 
— Taliban fighters holding 
out in Marjah are increasingly 
using civilians as human 
shields, firing from compounds 
where U.S. and Afghan forces 
can clearly see women and 
children on rooftops or in 
windows, Afghan and U.S. 
troops said. 

The intermingling of fighters 
and civilians also has been 
witnessed by Associated 
Press journalists. It is part 
of a Taliban effort to exploit 
strict NATO rules against 
endangering innocent lives 
to impede the allied advance 
through the town in Helmand 
province, 3 80 miles southwest 
of Kabul. 

Two more NATO service 
members were killed in the 
Marjah operation Wednesday, 
the alliance said in a statement 
without identifying them by 


nationality. 

Their deaths brought to six 
NATO service members and 
one Afghan soldier who have 
been killed since the attack 
on Marjah, the hub of the 
Taliban’s southern logistics 
and drug-smuggling network, 
began Saturday. About 40 
insurgents have been killed, 
Helmand Gov. Gulab Mangal 
said. During Wednesday’s 
fighting, Marines and Afghan 
troops “saw sustained but less 
frequent insurgent activity,” 
mostly small-scale attacks, 
NATO said in a statement. 
NATO spokesman Brig. Gen. 
Eric Tremblay told journalists 
in Brussels that most of the 
objectives have been achieved. 
“Perhaps the pocket in the 
western side of Marjah still 
gives freedom of movement 
to the Taliban, but that is the 
extent of their movement,” he 
said. 

This is the biggest offensive 
since the 2001 U.S.-led 


invasion of Afghanistan, and 
a test of President Barack 
Obama’s strategy for reversing 
the rise of the Taliban while 
protecting civilians. 

As Marines and Afghan 
soldiers press their offensive, 
they have been forced to hold 
their fire because insurgents are 
shooting from inside or next to 
mud-walled compounds where 
civilians are present — and 
restraint slows their advance. 
Brig. Gen. Mohiudin Ghori, 
the brigade commander of 
Afghan troops in Marjah, 
said in some cases women 
and children may have been 
ordered to stand on a roof or in 
a window of buildings where 
Taliban fighters are shooting. 
Ghori said troops have to 
decide between firing on 
insurgents among civilians, or 
advance much more slowly to 
keep women and children out 
of the crossfire. 

“They are trying to get us 
to fire on them and kill the 


civilians,” Ghori said. 
Journalists embedded with 
the Marines have seen such 
cases: a neighborhood is alive 
with children, then the next 
minute the streets are empty 
and gunshots ring out. As 
the troops advance, children 
reappear, peering and grinning 
through half-closed doors. 
Rocket-propelled grenades 
have been fired from behind 
groups of civilians, who 
scamper away as the Marines 
point their weapons toward 


the source of fire. Marines 
have come under fire in poppy 
fields as they are being tended 
by farmers. 

“I myself saw lots of people 
that were shot, and they were 
ordinary people,” said Afghan 
soldier Esmatullah, who did 
not give his rank and like 
many Afghans goes by one 
name. Taliban “were firing at 
us from people’s homes. So 
in returning fire, people got 
shot,” he said.

JERUSALEM (AP) 

Israeli security officials 
said Wednesday they were 
convinced the Mossad was 
behind the assassination of a 
Hamas commander in Dubai 
and harshly criticized the spy 
agency for allegedly stealing 
the identities of its own 
citizens to carry out the hit. 
Names released by Dubai 
matched seven people living 
in Israel, raising questions 
about why the agency would 
endanger its own people by 
using their passport data as 
cover for a secret death squad. 
At the same time, some 
Israeli experts said the Dubai 
evidence pointed to a setup to 
falsely blame Israel. 

A vague comment from 
Israel’s foreign minister, who 
neither confirmed nor denied 
Mossad’s involvement, only 
added to the spy novel-like 
mystery surrounding the 
slaying of Mahmoud al- 
Mabhouh, who was found 
dead Jan. 20 at a luxury hotel 
near Dubai’s international 
airport. 

“Israel never responds, never 
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confirms and never denies,” 
Foreign Minister Avigdor 
Lieberman said in Israel’s first 
official comment on the affair, 
then added: “I don’t know 
why we are assuming that 
Israel, or the Mossad, used 
those passports.” 

Some senior Israeli security 
officials not directly 
involved in the case were 
less circumspect, saying 
they were convinced it was 
a Mossad operation because 
of the motive — Israel says 
al-Mabhouh supplied Gaza’s 
Hamas rulers with their most 
dangerous weapons — and 
the use of Israeli citizens’ 
identities. 

The officials, who spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because of a government 
order not to discuss the case, 
characterized the operation as 
a significant Mossad bungle. 
If it develops into a full¬ 
blown security scandal, that 
could harm Israeli Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanyahu 
politically. 

Some compared the 
case to another Mossad 
embarrassment during 

Netanyahu’s previous term 
as prime minister, the failed 
attempt to kill Hamas leader 
Khaled Mashaal in 1997. 
Two Mossad agents posing 
as Canadian tourists were 
captured after injecting 
Mashaal with poison, and 
Israel was forced to send an 
antidote that saved Mashaal’s 
life. Today Mashaal is Hamas’ 
supreme leader. 

Still, there was praise for the 
Dubai operation from some 
analysts who noted the major 
difference between it and the 
Mashaal case is that the latter 
failed and the former achieved 
its goal — the assassination of 
a Hamas commander. 
“Al-Mabhouh is dead and all 
the partners to the operation 
left Dubai safely,” wrote 
analyst Ronen Bergman of the 
Yediot Ahronot newspaper. 
Critics slammed the Mossad, 
not for killing al-Mabhouh on 
foreign territory but for doing 
it sloppily and endangering 
Israeli citizens in the process. 
A front-page commentary 
in Israel’s Haaretz daily by 
defense analyst Amir Oren 
called for the ouster of Mossad 
director Meir Dagan. 


“What is needed now is a swift 
decision to terminate Dagan’s 
contract and to appoint a new 
Mossad chief,” he wrote. 
“There’s no disease without a 
cure.” 

Dubai authorities released 
names, photos and passport 
numbers of 11 members of the 
alleged hit squad this week, 
saying all 11 carried European 
passports. But most of the 
identities appeared to have 
been stolen, and at least seven 
matched up with real people 
in Israel who claim they are 
victims of identity theft. 
Among them is Melvyn Adam 
Mildiner, a dual Israeli-British 
citizen who said one of the 
numbers matched his own 
UK passport. He told The 
Associated Press he had never 
been to Dubai. 

Others expressed shock that 
their names were used. Paul 
John Keeley, a 43-year-old 
father of three, told Haaretz 
he was worried “that someone 
will try to harm us.” Stephen 
Hodes told Israel Radio: 
“I’m simply afraid. These are 
powerful forces.” 

The revelations by Dubai, 
which has no diplomatic 
relations with Israel, raised 
many questions: Could 

someone be trying to make it 
look like the Mossad carried 
out the hit? Might Israel 
have wanted to leave behind 
a fingerprint to enhance the 
Mossad’s mystique? Did 
Israel underestimate Dubai’s 
policing abilities? Why 
would Israel risk exposing 11 
agents by allowing them to be 
filmed by Dubai surveillance 
cameras, even if they were 
disguised? Answers were not 
forthcoming, yet if Israeli 
involvement is confirmed, 
the al-Mabhouh killing is 
likely to be remembered as 
one of the more stunning hits 
in the Mossad’s history of 
undercover operations. 

The affair could have unwanted 
diplomatic repercussions for 
Israel. Britain’s Foreign Office 
summoned Israeli Ambassador 
Ron Prossor for talks about 
the case Thursday. 

British Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown promised an inquiry, 
saying: “The British passport 
is an important document 
that has got to be held with 
care.’Q

NATO has confirmed 15 
civilian deaths in the operation. 
Afghan rights groups say at 
least 19 have died. 

Troops are forbidden to fire 
unless they identify a target 
displaying “hostile intent.” 
Marines cannot shoot at 
fighting-age men walking out 
of a building used by snipers 
unless the men are carrying 
a weapon or have been seen 
dropping one. 

Public outrage over civilian 
deaths last year prompted the 
top NATO commander, U.S. 
Gen. Stanley McChrystal, to 
tighten the rules of combat, 
including curbs on airstrikes if 
civilians are at risk. 

Afghan civilian deaths soared 
to 2,412 last year — the 
highest number of any year 
of the war, according to the 
U.N. But deaths attributed to 
allied troops dropped nearly 
30 percent after the new rules 
were imposed, according to a 
U.N. report. 

On Wednesday, an Afghan 
soldier climbed to the roof 
of an abandoned shop and 
raised his country’s green- 
and-red flag before provincial 
officials, hundreds of Marine 
and Afghan troops and a few 
civilians. 

The market was calm during 
the ceremony and the Marines 
said they were in control of 
the neighborhood. 


Signs of fighting were 
everywhere. The back of the 
building with the flag had 
been blown away. Shops were 
riddled with bullet holes. 
Grocery stores and fruit stalls 
stood open, hastily deserted 
by their owners. White metal 
fences marked off areas not 
cleared of bombs. 

Afghan soldiers said they were 
guarding the shops to prevent 
looting. 

A Marjah resident at the flag- 
raising said the area around the 
market has been devastated by 
the assault. 

“The Taliban fired a few shots 
and then the troops came and 
bombed the area,” said Abdul 
Rasheed, a bearded, middle- 
aged man. “People fled their 
homes in a desert without 
food and water. Children and 
women are living in very hard 
conditions.” 

Once the town of 80,000 
people is secure, NATO plans 
to rush in civil administrators 
to revive schools, health 
clinics and electricity in hopes 
of winning public support to 
discourage the Taliban from 
returning. 

About 1,100 police, 
including 900 members of 
a paramilitary force, were 
sent to Marjah and the 
surrounding area Wednesday, 
Afghan Interior Ministry 
spokesman Zemeri Bashary 
said in a videoconference with 
journalists in Brussels.

Mangal, the Helmand 
governor, said the 
neighborhoods will be turned 
over to Afghan police as they 
are secured. 

“Life is returning to normal,” 
he said. “You can see the 
people are busy in their daily 
lives. Some shops are still 
closed but once they arrest the 
enemy, hopefully, the shops 
will reopen too.” 

The town is probably safe 
enough now for a deputy 
district chief to move in and 
start setting up the government, 
said State Department official 
Frank Ruggiero.

WASHINGTON - TLC has settled a breach 
of contract lawsuit against reality TV star Jon 
Gosselin, the network said Wednesday. 

TLC sued Gosselin in October, claiming he 
failed to meet his obligations as an exclusive 
employee of the network while appearing on 
rival networks’ programs for pay and making 
unauthorized public disclosures about the 
show. Gosselin filed a countersuit claiming 
TLC violated Pennsylvania’s child labor laws 
in filming “Jon & Kate Plus 8.” The show 
followed Gosselin, his wife, Kate, and their 
eight children — twins and sextuplets — at 
their home in Wernersville, Pa. They became 
tabloid fixtures when their marriage dissolved, 
and the show ended last year. 

TLC spokeswoman Laurie Goldberg said 
Wednesday that all terms of the settlement are 
confidential and the network will take steps to 
conclude litigation. 

The original suit was filed in Montgomery 
County, Md., in October. It sought unspecified 
compensatory damages and demanded Gosselin 
return income gained as a result of his alleged 


breaches of the agreement and refrain from 
future violations. In the countersuit, Gosselin 
sought more than $5 million in damages. 

Mark Jay Heller, Gosselin’s attorney, said the 
settlement was filed Wednesday and Gosselin 
did not appear in court. He said Gosselin is 
hopeful that the network will move forward 
with the “best interests” of the family. 

“Jon has expressed his desire to close the 
litigation chapter of Hon & Kate Plus 8,’ he 
said. “Sometimes litigants that kiss and make up 
find their relationship is much better the second 
time around. As Jon’s attorney, I truly hope this 
new adventure for TLC and the Gosselins is a 
much more joyful journey.” 

Heller did not disclose details of the agreement 
and would not say whether Gosselin would be 
allowed to appear again on the network. Asked 
whether the countersuit is still ongoing, he said: 
“All litigation has come to an end.” 

Goldberg, the TLC spokeswoman, said the 
whole Gosselin family remains under contract 
with the network. 

“We have announced that we’re working on a 
show with Kate,” she said. “That’s all that’s in 
the works at this time. 


Alexander McQueen hanged himself in London home

LONDON - A bereaved Alexander 
McQueen left a note, then hanged 
himself in his apartment on the eve of 
his mother’s funeral, a coroner’s inquest 
said Wednesday, giving the cause of the 
fashion designer’s death as asphyxiation 
and hanging. 

The inquest has yet to formally deliver 
a ruling of suicide, but police said there 
were no suspicious circumstances. 
Coroner’s official Lynda Martindill told 
the inquest at Westminster Coroner’s 
Court that the body of 40-year-old 
McQueen was found in an armoire at his 
London apartment on Thursday. In the 
dispassionate language of the inquest, 
she referred to him as “a single man, a 
fashion designer.” 

Days before he died, McQueen had left 
several messages on the social networking 
site Twitter revealing his grief at his 
mother’s recent death. 

Police detective inspector Paul Armstrong 
told the inquest there were no suspicious 
circumstances. He gave the note found at 
the scene to coroner Paul Knapman but 
did not disclose its contents. 

After a five-minute hearing, the coroner 
adjourned the inquest until April 28. 
Full details of the autopsy also will be 
available in a few months. 

McQueen’s family, who are now free 
to hold the designer’s funeral, issued a 
statement through their lawyers appealing 


to the media to respect their privacy 
following their “grievous double loss.” 
They have not released details of the 
funeral. 

In Britain, inquests are held whenever 
someone dies violently or in unexplained 
circumstances. McQueen’s death has cast 
a shadow over London Fashion Week, 
which opens on Friday. A spokeswoman 
said the event would feature a tribute to 
the designer, whose attention-grabbing 
designs helped re-energize British fashion 
after a fallow period following the punk 
explosion in the 1970s. 

“There will be something simple 
and tasteful,” she said. “The time for 
memorials will be later in the year.” 

She spoke on condition of anonymity 
because organizers are waiting for 
McQueen’s family to approve the tribute. 
Known for his dramatic statement pieces 
and impeccable tailoring, McQueen 
dressed celebrities from Cameron Diaz to 
Lady Gaga and influenced a generation of 
designers. 

He was named British Designer of the 
Year four times and awarded the title of 
CBE — Commander of the Order of the 
British Empire — by Queen Elizabeth II. 
Unlike many fashionistas, he came from 
a working-class background. The son of a 
cab driver, McQueen grew up on a public 
housing estate in London’s East End, 
left school at 16 and entered the fashion 
world the old-fashioned way, as a teenage 
apprentice to a Saville Row tailor. He later 


studied at Central St. Martin’s art college 
in London and was discovered by fashion 
guru Isabella Blow, who bought his entire 
graduation collection. She became a 
friend and mentor; her suicide three years 
ago shook the designer, who wept openly 
at her funeral. 

McQueen was a private man who 
avoided the limelight, but his Twitter 
postings show emotional turmoil after 
his mother’s death on Feb. 2. McQueen 
had posted messages four days before his 
death about his “awful week,” and said 
he had to “somehow pull myself together 
and finish.” 

His mother’s funeral was held the day 
after McQueen died. 

Friends also said he might have felt under 
pressure to outdo himself at the unveiling 
of his new collection in Paris next month. 
“I don’t think success was easy for him,” 
friend Plum Sykes wrote in the Sunday 
Telegraph this week. “He told me he was 
driven by his insecurities, and he believed 
that all successful people were.” 
McQueen became chief designer at 
the Givenchy house in 1996, but was 
best known for his own label, in which 
Gucci bought a majority stake in 2001. 
McQueen retained creative control, and 
became famous for his dramatic and often 
uncategorizable creations: sculptural 
cocktail dresses in psychedelic patterns; 
headwear made of trash; 10-inch (25 
centimeter) heels shaped like lobster 
claws. Q

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Stocks climb on upbeat earnings, economic reports

NEW YORK - A stream 
of good news has the stock 
market back on an upward 
path. 

Encouraging corporate and 
economic reports Wednesday 
added to hopes that a 
recovery is taking hold even 
as big concerns remain about 
unemployment and bursting 
budgets in countries like 
Greece. 

Deere & Co. and Whole 
Foods Market Inc. jumped 
after their profit reports 
topped expectations and 
the companies raised their 
forecasts. Improved reports 
on home construction and 
production at factories also 
helped pull the market higher. 
The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose 40 points a day 
after it jumped 170 following 
a stronger manufacturing 
figures. Treasury prices fell 
as demand for safe havens 
eased. 

Investors could get more 
insight into the economy 
Thursday from Wal-Mart 
Stores Inc. and Goodyear 
Tire & Rubber Co., which are 
scheduled to report earnings. 
Stocks had fallen in recent 
weeks on overseas concerns, 
including Greece’s debt crisis 
and moves by China to keep 
its economy from growing 
too fast. The concerns remain 
but traders have been able to 
turn attention to the domestic 
economy. 

The Commerce Department 
said construction of homes and 
apartments rose to an annual 
rate of 591,000 in January, 
better than the 580,000 units 
forecast by economists polled 
by Thomson Reuters. 

A collapse of the housing 
market helped push the 
economy into recession, but 
recent reports have suggested 
the market is stabilizing. 
Applications for building 
permits, a barometer of future 
activity, fell 4.9 percent. A 


drop was expected after two 
months of big growth. 

The Federal Reserve, 
meanwhile, said production at 
the nation’s factories, mines 
and utilities rose 0.9 percent 
last month. It was the seventh 
straight month of growth and 
better than the 0.6 percent gain 
forecast by economists. 
Investors also drew 
reassurance from a brighter 
assessment of the economy 
from the Fed. Minutes 
released from the central 
bank’s last meeting suggest 
that policymakers remain 
cautious but that they expect 
stubborn unemployment rates 
will begin to fall next year. 
Even with two days of gains, 
concerns remain. Ken Kamen, 
president of Mercadien Asset 
Management in Hamilton, 
N.J., said there is still an 
underlying sense of unease in 
the market despite the gains of 
the past two days. 

“From day to day there’s no 
one boogeyman or no one 
exciting thing,” Kamen said. 
“People age getting neck 
strain spinning their head 
from side to side looking 
at all the different pieces of 
information.” 

According to preliminary 
calculations, the Dow rose 
40.43, or 0.4 percent, to 
10,309.24. 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index rose 4.64, or 0.4 percent, 
to 1,099.51, while the Nasdaq 
composite index rose 12.10, 
or 0.6 percent, to 2,226.29. 
Bond prices fell, pushing 
yields higher. The yield on the 
benchmark 10-year Treasury 
note rose to 3.75 percent from 
3.66 percent late Tuesday. 

The dollar rose against most 
other major currencies. Gold 
prices fell. 

Crude oil rose 32 cents to 
$77.33 per barrel on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange. 
Randy Frederick, director 
of trading and derivatives at 
Charles Schwab, contends that 
with the big gains Tuesday the 


market is back in balance after 
its slide over the past month. 
The S&P 500 index fell 9.2 
percent from mid-January to 
the start of last week. 

“I wouldn’t be surprised 
to just see some sideways 
movement here and maybe 
small increases over the next 
week or two,” he said. 
Frederick said the level of 
the Chicago Board Options 
Exchange’s Volatility Index, 
which is known as the market’s 
fear gauge, shows a healthy 
caution in the market after the 
index got too low in January. 
An increase in the VIX signals 
that investors are prepared for 
swings in the market. □

Federal deficit at $430.69 
billion through January

WASHINGTON - The federal deficit through 
the first four months of the budget year is 
running at a record-breaking pace even though 
the deficit in January was slightly smaller than 
expected. 

The massive tide of red ink reflects the 
continued fallout from a deep recession 
and a severe financial crisis. It highlights 
the formidable challenges President Barack 
Obama will face in trying to get the deficit 
down to more manageable levels. 

The Treasury Department said Wednesday 
that the deficit for January totaled $42.63 
billion. 

That left the total of red ink so far this budget 
year at $430.69 billion, 8.8 percent higher 
than last year when the deficit soared to an 
unprecedented level of $1.42 trillion. 

Obama, in sending Congress a new budget 
plan on Feb. 1, projected that this year’s deficit 
would hit $1.56 trillion and would remain 
above $1 trillion for three consecutive years. 
He forecast the 2011 deficit, for the budget 
year that begins next Oct. 1, would total $ 1.27 
trillion. 

The administration on Wednesday marked the 
anniversary of the passage of the $787 billion 
economic stimulus bill, maintaining that it has 
worked to stave off a second Great Depression 
while acknowledging that more must be done 


to put people back to work. 

While Republican critics have attacked the 
stimulus spending as ineffective, Obama said 
it had kept up to 2 million people on the job 
and the government needed to do even more 
to fight an unemployment rate that currently 
stands at 9.7 percent. 

However, the administration contends that 
it will begin to tackle the deficit problem 
beginning in 2011. In his budget, he offered 
a down-payment on deficit reductions three- 
year freeze on discretionary government 
spending outside of defense and homeland 
security. 

Obama on Thursday plans to announce 
creation of a deficit panel headed by Erskine 
Bowles, a former White House chief of staff 
in the Clinton administration, and former Sen. 
Alan Simpson, R-Wyo. 

The commission will be charged with 
reporting back by the end of this year on 
what steps Congress and the administration 
should take to get the deficit down to a level 
of 3 percent of the overall economy, a point 
that economists believe is manageable. Last 
year’s deficit equaled 9.9 percent of GDP, the 
highest point since World War II, and would 
climb to 10.6 percent of GDP this year. 

The $42.63 billion deficit for January was 
down from a $63.46 billion deficit in January 
2009 and was below the $47 billion forecast 
of private economists. □

MARANA, Arizona (AP) — 
Tiger Woods will end nearly 
three months of silence Friday 
when he speaks publicly for 
the first time since his middle- 
of-the-night car accident 
sparked stunning revelations 
of infidelity. 

However, his agent said 
Woods will not take any 
questions from a small group 
of media. 

“This is not a press 
conference,” Mark Steinberg 
said Wednesday. 

It will be Woods’ first public 
appearance since Nov. 27, 
when he crashed his SUV 
into a tree outside his Florida 
home. Woods’ only comments 
since then have been made 
through his Web site. 

“It will be good to see Tiger’s 
face again, and see that he’s 
actually out there somewhere,” 
Stewart Cink said. “I think 
this is the beginning of the 
comeback process for him.” 
Woods is to speak at 1600 GMT 
Friday from the clubhouse at 
the TPC Sawgrass in Ponte 
Vedra Beach, Fla., home of 
the PGA Tour. 

“This is all about the next 
step,” Steinberg said. “He’s 
looking forward to it.” 

Still, there was strict control 
over the appearance, typical 
of Woods’ career. 

Steinberg described the 
gathering as a “small group 
of friends, colleagues and 
close associates,” who will 
listen to Woods apologize as 
he talks about the past and 
what he plans to do next. 
He said three wire services 
have been invited — The 
Associated Press, Reuters and 
Bloomberg — and he asked 
the Golf Writers Association 
of America to recommend 
pool reporters. 

Only one camera will be in the 
room to provide live coverage 
via satellite. Steinberg said 
other writers with proper 
credentials could watch from 
a hotel ballroom more than a 
mile away. 

“The first time out, he’s 
better controlling it,” Padraig 
Harrington said. “Over time, 
there will be questions. At the 
moment, the best thing is a 
more controlled environment 


and gradually ease his way 
back into it.” 

Steinberg said in an e- 
mail announcing the public 
appearance, “While Tiger 
feels that what happened 
is fundamentally a matter 
between he and his wife, he 
also recognizes that he has 
hurt and let down a lot of other 
people who were close to him. 
He also let down his fans. He 
wants to begin the process 
of making amends and that’s 
what he’s going to discuss.” 
The timing is peculiar. It will 
be held during the third round 


of the Accenture Match Play 
Championship in Arizona, 
sure to steal attention away 
from the first big event of the 
year. Accenture was the first 
sponsor to drop Woods when 
he became embroiled in the 
sex scandal. 

“He’s got to come out at some 
point,” Rory Mcllroy said. “I 
suppose he might want to get 
something back against the 
sponsor that dropped him. No, 
I don’t know. It just went on 
for so long. I’m sick of hearing 
about it. And I’m just looking 
forward to when he’s getting 


back on the golf course.” 

PGA Tour commissioner Tim 
Finchem said he did not think 
Woods’ appearance was going 
to undermine a World Golf 
Championship event. 

“We have tournaments every 
week,” Finchem said. “I think 
it’s going to be a story in and 
of itself. A lot of people are 
going to be watching golf this 
week to see what the world of 
golf says about it, my guess is. 
So that will be a good thing.” 
As far as the PGA Tour’s part 
in the Woods event, Finchem 
said: “We were asked to make 


the facility available and to 
help with the logistics. That’s 
what we’re doing.” 

Steinberg said only that 
Woods’ appearance during the 
championship was “a matter 
of timing.” Asked if it could 
have waited until Monday, he 
said, “No.” 

No other news conference 
this week drew a larger 
crowd of reporters than the 20 
who surrounded Finchem, a 
testament to how Woods has 
dominated the conservation at 
the Match Play. 

“We’re all better off when 
he’s playing,” Adam Scott 
said. “I’m curious as to when 
he’ll return to golf.” 

As for the timing? 

“It’s his choice,” Scott said. 
“I guess the tour is hosting it 
there.” 

Woods made a spectacular fall 
from his perch atop golf. He 
was believed to have been the 
first athlete to gross $1 billion 
in earnings and endorsements 
and, at 14 majors, was closing 
in on golf’s record of 18 maj ors 
held by Jack Nicklaus. 

It all collapsed in the early 
morning hours the day after 
Thanksgiving. 

Over the last few months, 
Woods has been on the cover 
of gossip magazines and the 
butt of jokes on national talk 
shows. In the days before 
Woods’ accident, a National 
Enquirer story alleged the 
world’s No. 1 golfer had been 
seeing a New York nightclub 
hostess. Following the crash, 
a stream of women came 
forward to claim they had 
romantic relationships with 
Woods. One woman provided 
Us Weekly magazine with 
a voicemail she said Woods 
left her three days before the 
crash, asking her to take his 
number off her phone. 

Woods admitted to “infidelity” 
in a statement on his Web site 
in mid-December and has 
been on an indefinite break 
from golf ever since. 

Ian Poulter, who went extra 
holes to win his opening 
match, was among those 
curious to hear what Woods 
had to say. His only hope was 
to hear about it later. 
“Hopefully, I’ll be on the golf 
course and not listening to it,” 
he said.Q

McGwire returns to baseball, offers fresh apology

JUPITER, Fla. - Mark 
McGwire’s first day on the 
job began with a wrong 
turn into the media room 
instead of the spring training 
clubhouse. It ended with 
another apology for steroid 
use. 

The St. Louis Cardinals’ new 
batting coach spent time in 
the batting cage with hitters, 
sat in on a lengthy staff 
meeting and then answered 
questions from reporters for 
more than 15 minutes. He 
left more than six hours later 
Wednesday, but not before 
signing several autographs. 
The 46-year-old McGwire 
seemed at ease in his first 
extended media availability 
since admitting a month 
ago that he used steroids 
and human growth hormone 
during his remarkable home 
run power surge in the 1990s. 
Echoing remarks he made 
in January, several times 
he asked for forgiveness as 
he seeks to rehabilitate a 
tarnished image. 

“It’s something I regret,” 
McGwire said. “I can’t 
say I’m sorry enough to 
everybody in baseball and 
across America, and whoever 
watches this great game. 

“I think people understand 
how truly sorry I was for 
what I did.” 

McGwire refused to back off 
his assertion, much criticized, 
that steroids allowed him to 


recover from injuries and 
stay on the field, but didn’t 
help him break Roger Maris’ 
single season home run 
record in 1998. McGwire 
said it was the evolution of 
his swing and not a body 
enhanced by drugs that 
enabled him to hit 70 homers 
that year, smashing Maris’ 
3 7-year-old record of 61, and 
65 more in 1999. 

“Like I’ve said, people are 
going to have their opinions,” 
McGwire said. “Listen, it got 
me the opportunity to get 
out there and get more at- 
bats, and I got the chance to 
play.” 

Still, he said, he felt he owed 
it to the Maris family to call 
them before his steroids 
admission became public, 
saying it was the “right thing 
to do.” He said Pat Maris, 
Roger Maris’ widow was 
“upset and disappointed.” 
McGwire said his team 
was a source of instant 
understanding after his 
confession. Especially 

manager Tony La Russa, 
a staunch supporter over 
the years who persuaded 
Cardinals’ management 
to back McGwire’s 
controversial hire last 
November as Hal McRae’s 
replacement. 

“He’s the best, he’s like 
a second father to me,” 
McGwire said. “He’s seen 
me grow as a person, he’s 
seen me grow as a hitter.” 


Answering critics who 
accused him of stopping short 
of full disclosure last month, 
McGwire countered that he 
“spoke from my heart.” He 
expressed no regrets from 
his many interviews and said 
more than once that he hopes 
the issue will die down soon. 
“It took a lot to do what I 
did,” McGwire said. “I spoke 
the truth. Let’s move on and 
turn this into a really positive 
thing.” 

His new pupils were more 
than ready for that, especially 
after McGwire’s first stint 
in the batting cage became 
something of a spectacle. 
Three television cameras, a 
half-dozen photographers and 
more than a dozen reporters 
watched the mundane 
proceedings from inside 
interlocking barricades that 
served as a holding pen of 
sorts. 

“There are never cameras 
when I hit,” said leadoff 
hitter Skip Schumaker, who 
has worked with McGwire 
during the offseason since 
2005. “Maybe when Albert 
Pujols or Matt Holliday hits, 
but not me.” 

David Freese, the leading 
candidate for the Cardinals’ 
vacant third base job, didn’t 
mind the hubbub. He’s happy 
to be working with McGwire, 
whose 583 homers are tied 
for eighth on the career list 
with Alex Rodriguez. 

“It was awesome,” Freese 
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With you, every step 
of the way!

VANCOUVER, British 
Columbia (AP) — Lindsey 
Vonn won the women’s 
downhill gold medal she 
was widely expected to 
dominate at the Vancouver 
Olympics on Wednesday, 
ending days of speculation 
about her bruised shin 
and concern about the bad 
weather that has plagued 
the Alpine program. 

The 25-year-old American, 
who won the world 
championship downhill 
title last year and leads 
the World Cup standings 
in the downhill, Super- 
G and Super Combined, 
beat childhood rival and 
teammate Julia Mancuso 
to give the U.S. a 1-2 finish 
in the marquee women’s 
Alpine race. 

Vonn went out 10th and 
sped down the Franz’s 
Downhill course in 1 
minute, 44.19 seconds, 0.56 
seconds ahead of Mancuso. 
Austria’s Elisabeth Goergl 
was next, 1.46 seconds 
back. 

“I gave up everything for 
this. It means everything 
to me ... It’s awesome,” 
said the glamorous Vonn, 
who appeared on the cover 
of the Sports Illustrated’s 
Olympic preview edition, 
which described her as 
America’s best woman 
skier ever. 

The north American media 
has followed every step of 
her recovery from the leg 
injury in minute detail for 
the last two weeks. 

“I dreamed about what 
this would feel like, but it 
is much better in real life,” 
Vonn said. “I can’t stop 
crying. This is everything 
that I ever wanted and 


hoped for ... standing here 
today at the finish and to 
win, is amazing.” 

In the cross country, Nikita 
Kriukov picked up Russia’s 
first gold medal of the games 
when he edged compatriot 
Alexander Panzhinskiy in 
a photo finish in the men’s 
sprint, both finishing in 
3:36.3. 

Marit Bjoergen won 
Norway’s first gold in 
Vancouver in the women’s 
cross-country sprint, pulling 
away from Poland’s Justyna 
Kowalczyk and pre-race 
favorite Petra Majdic of 
Slovenia. Majdic skied in 
severe pain after injuring 
her ribs in a training crash. 


Up at Whistler, where clear, 
blue skies gave no hint of 
how bumpy the downhill 
course would be, spectators 
with “Vonncouver” ski hats 
and cowbells cheered wildly 
while Vonn raced down the 
course, the noise escalating 
as she skied across the 
finish and collapsed on her 
back in triumph. 

Other skiers collpased 
in pain after a series 
of spectacular crashes. 
Romania’s Edith Milkos 
somersaulted out of control 
and had to be airlifted off 
the course by a helicopter. 
Anja Paerson, who won 
a gold in the slalom and 
bronze in the downhill at the

2006 Olympics, had been in 
silver medal position until 
she lost control on the final 
jump and crashed through 
the last gate. 

Dominique Gisin of 
Switzerland wiped out 
near the same spot. Marion 
Rolland of France, who was 
fifth in the downhill at the 
last world championships, 
barely made it away from 
the start before an awkward 
fall. 

It was another concern for 
the Alpine program, which 
is way behind schedule 
due to the conditions at 
Whistler. 

Organizers solved one of 
the many man-made issues 


that have overshadowed 
the games by opening a 
viewing ramp Wednesday 
to get people closer to the 
Olympic cauldron on the 
Vancouver waterfront. 
Vancouver Olympics 
organizing committee CEO 
John Furlong hit back at 
critics, saying much of the 
criticism of the games is 
untrue and unfair. 

“When we make mistakes, 
we have to fix them. We did 
plan for every eventuality 
imaginable,” he said, adding 
that “Everything is going 
well” and the atmosphere is 
“quite euphoric.” 

Furlong spoke at a news 
conference the morning 
after a surging crowd 
at a free concert caused 
a barricade to collapse, 
leaving 19 people injured. 
Nine were taken to the 
hospital, including one with 
a suspected broken leg, City 
of Vancouver officials said. 
A section of the barricade 
gave way during the first 
song of a set by the Canadian 
band Alexisonfire, who 
were playing to 7,000 
Olympic partygoers. 

Organizers canceled the 
concert and were to replace 
the barricade so that the 
Live Nation venue could 
reopen Wednesday.

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MPs seek clarity on illegal Curapao abortion remedies 


THE HAGUE-Members 
of Dutch Parliament (MPs) 
Johan Remkes of the liberal 
democratic VVD party and 
Ineke van Gent of the green 


In an interview with Radio 
Netherlands Worldwide, 
Dutch Freedom Party MP 
Hero Brinkman claims that the 
Governor of the Netherlands 
Antilles, Frits Goedgedrag, 
was acting under pressure 
from the Netherlands when 
he cancelled the referendum 
scheduled to take place on the 
island of Bonaire. 

Mr Brinkman added that the 
people of Bonaire have a right 
to a referendum about their 
future constitutional status. 
The referendum would 
apparently have offered the 
choice between becoming a 
special municipality of the 
Netherlands or an unspecified 
“association” with the 
Netherlands. 

On Tuesday the Freedom 
party submitted a request 
to the Deputy Minister for 
Kingdom Relations, Anke 
Bijleveld, for an emergency 
debate about the cancellation 
of the referendum. Apparently, 
the decision to cancel was 
connected with disagreement 
about the exact content and 
wording of the referendum. 
The call for an emergency 
debate in parliament has the

State Secretary of Kingdom

In the article, based on a 
study by Wendele van der 
Wiele of the Centre for 
Latin America Research and 
Documentation CEDLA of 
University of Amsterdam, it 
was said that many women 
in Curasao resorted to illegal 
abortion pills and herb 
concoctions to terminate 
pregnancies. These pills and 
herb mixtures are openly for 
sale at the market in Punda, 
Willemstad, and authorities 
have not been taking action 
to stop the practice. 

No research has been done 
into possible negative side 
effects of these pills and 
herb mixtures. There is no 
medical control on the use of 


these remedies, and women 
are not receiving after-care. 
“Taking these remedies 
can result in major life- 
threatening blood loss,” said 
Van der Wiele. 

Abortion is illegal in 
the Netherlands and is 
punishable by law. Doctors 
do perform abortions under 
certain circumstances, but 
many women can’t afford 
the NAf. 300 procedure. 
As a result, many women 
in Curasao resort to 
illegal remedies. General 
Practitioner on the island 
Dr. Adriana Boersema has 
been advocating legalising 
abortion so that pregnancies 
can be terminated 
responsibly, under the care 
of a medical professional. 
Remkes and Van Gent asked 
Bijleveld-Schouten if she 
could give an indication of 
the number of women who 


resort to illegal remedies 
to terminate unwanted 
pregnancies. “What methods 
are used and what are the 
health risks? And who is 
supervising the medical 
use of these alternatives 
to abortion? Is it true that 
general practitioners offer 
paid abortion services, but 
that because of the high cost, 
women resort to dangerous 
alternatives?” asked the 
MPs. 

Van Gent and Remkes 
wanted to know if the State 
Secretary was willing to 
discuss the issue of abortion 
andthehighriskofaltemative 
termination of pregnancy 
with the governments of the 
Netherlands Antilles and 
Aruba. They also asked about 
an information campaign 
about sexuality and warning 
against the health risks of 
unsafe sex. □

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Dutch Parliament 
postpones Its visit 


THE HAGUE-The Dutch 
Parliamentary delegation that 
would visit Curasao and St. 
Maarten during the week of 
February 22 has postponed its 
trip because of flight issues. 
Late reservations of tickets 
prevented the delegation from 
travelling jointly. Due to lack 
of space on the regular flights 
from Amsterdam to Curasao, 
members of the delegation 
would have to travel on 
separate flights on the trip to 
Curasao and back. 

This was reason for delegation 
leader and Chairman of 
the Second Chamber’s 
Permanent Committee of 
Antillean and Aruban Affairs 
NAAZ, Willibrord van Beek, 
to postpone the trip. “We 
couldn’t get it organised,” he 
said on Friday. Earlier this 
week, NAAZ decided to travel 
to Curasao and St. Maarten to 
meet with the Island Councils 
of all five islands. 

This Tuesday, NAAZ will 
meet to decide on a new travel 
date. “We want to meet with 
the Island Councils before 
we handle the Kingdom 
consensus law proposals in 
the Second Chamber,” said 
Van Beek. 

Initially, NAAZ had opted to 
meet the week of February 
22 because the First and 
Second Chamber would be 
in recess. Van Beek did not 
want to mention a new date 
for travel, but possibly the trip 
will be planned for the week 
of March 8. However, March 
8 would be unsuitable for the 
delegation members of the 
First and Second Chamber 
because Parliament would not 
be in session that week. “That 
is a new hurdle that we will 
have to take,” said Van Beek. 
The delegation leader said 
that postponing the trip would 
not necessarily have negative 
consequences for the speed at 
which the legislation for new 
constitutional relations in the 
Kingdom has to be handled. 
On March 4, the Second 
Chamber will vote on the first 
package of draft laws for the 
BES islands - Bonaire, St. 
Eustatius and Saba - during 


a plenary session. It concerns 
the Public Entities Law for the 
BES islands - WolBES, the 
law on finances of the public 
entities BES - FinBES, the 
amendment to the Electoral 
Law in connection with the 
new constitutional status of the 
BES islands as public entities 
- Kieswet, the Implementation 
Law BES - Aanpassingswet 
BES, and the law to protect 
personal data. The package 
also includes the approval and 
termination of treaties for the 
BES islands. 

The second package of 
law proposals for the BES 
islands, as well as legislation 
concerning the dismantling of 
the Country the Netherlands 
Antilles and the establishing 
of Countries Curasao and St. 
Maarten, will tentatively be 
handled in a plenary session 
on March 23. 

This package includes the 
Kingdom consensus law 
to set up the Prosecutor’s 
Offices of Countries Curasao 
and St. Maarten and of the 
BES islands, the law on the 
Council of Maintenance of 
Law and Order - Raad voor 
de Rechtshandhaving and the 
Kingdom consensus law to 
establish the Police Forces 
of Countries Curasao and 
St. Maarten and of the BES 
islands. □ 


Alleged human traffickers in 


Suriname face up to 10 years in jail

PARAMARIBO, Suriname — Prosecutors 
here are seeking jail terms up to 10 years 
for four suspects in an alleged human 
trafficking case. While the main suspect 
should get 10 years, his co-defendants 
should receive sentences of 8 years for 
their role in a conspiracy to traffic several 
youngsters from Suriname to Trinidad and 
Tobago in 2009. Three other suspects were 
already slapped with prison terms ranging 
from two-and-a-half to three years, several 
weeks earlier. 

The two men and two women have pleaded 
not guilty, claiming they were no part of 
the alleged criminal ring to exploit the 
youngsters. Three suspects gave evidence 
before a court here that they only acted on 
instructions of the main suspect. 

Court documents reveal that under pretence 
of being recruited for an international 
culinary training in Trinidad and Tobago, 
a number of young people, including men 
and women, were lured to Port of Spain, 
after paying a certain amount of money to 
the suspects. 

The victims were told that after completing 
the course the organization would take 
them to the Netherlands where they would 
be furnished with well-paying jobs in the 
hospitality industry. 

Upon arrival in Trinidad, however, the 
victims were held captive and their passports 
seized, while they were forced to sleep and 
feed on the floor, and commit indecent and 


sexual acts. On several occasions they were 
forced to call their parents in Suriname to 
send money for the suspects, telling the 
parents they were doing fine. 

Ultimately several parents became 
suspicious and threatened to go to the 
police, forcing the suspects to release 
the youngsters. Several victims reported 
the case to the authorities, and a criminal 
investigation followed. 

A number of suspects were arrested here 
while four suspects fled from Trinidad 
to Curasao. They were subsequently 
extradited to Suriname. 

Defence lawyers will present final 
arguments at the next hearing. 

During the past several years, Suriname 
authorities have stepped up anti-human 
trafficking efforts after US government 
reports cited human trafficking as a major 
human rights violation in the country. New 
legislation came into effect with maximum 
jail terms of 20 years, while police and 
immigration officers and other officials 
received training to detect cases of human 
trafficking. 

A special Trafficking in Person Unit, led 
by a prosecutor, was established and a 
nationwide awareness campaign has been 
launched to inform the public and special 
interest groups. Since then the number of 
human trafficking cases before the courts 
has increased and a number of suspects 
have been sent to jail.Q

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St. Maarten has issues with ERNA amendment 


WILLEMSTAD-- 
National Alliance (NA) 
parliamentarians have issues 
with the draft amendment 
to the Islands Regulations 
of the Netherlands Antilles 
ERNA that are necessary 
for the holding of early 
Island Council elections, 


possibly in June. 

NA parliamentarian George 
Pantophlet said he was 
concerned that the wording 
of the proposal (Aanbieding) 
for the draft amendment and 
the draft (Ontwerp) itself 
had some differences that 
were tricky and could cause 


issues later. 

The draft amendment was 
discussed in the Central 
Committee of Parliament 
last week Tuesday. The 
amendment was prepared 
under the guidance of 
Constitutional Affairs 
Minister Roland Duncan 
(NA) and vetted earlier this 
year by the Legal Affairs 
Department of the Central 
Government. 

The proposal states that 
“in the mean time” each 
Island Council of the 
Island Territory of Curasao 
and St. Maarten could be 
dismantled separately. 

The draft states that the 
Island Council of the Island 
Territory of St. Maarten 
can be dismantled “in the 
meantime.” 

Pantophlet said the word 
“meantime” was not 
written as two separate 
words in the draft as it 
was in the proposal. “We 
need a guarantee that St. 
Maarten is not left in the 
cold. Cura9ao already has 
its infrastructure in place 
if it chooses to leave now. 
St. Maarten will be left 
in a precarious situation, 
because our infrastructure 
still has to be put in place.” 
The NA faction has 
asked for a more detailed 
explanation of Article 
16A Sub 1-4 of the draft 
ordinance amendment. 

“We also wanted to know 
why preconditions were set 
for St. Maarten to extend 
its Island Council from 11 
to 15 members, because 
as far as we know the 
three previous times the 
Islands Regulations of the 
Netherlands Antilles was 
amended there weren’t 
any preconditions set,” 
Pantophlet said. 

He said his faction definitely 
needed to study this 
very technical document 
properly, because after its 
approval by Parliament 
and then the Kingdom 
Government, amending it 
again might not be easy. 


“ft has taken us almost 10 
years to get here and the 
faction of the National 
Alliance has always said 
that we were not ready. 
Don’t forget we need to have 
a good starting position. 
Now that we are closer than 
ever to becoming Country 


St. Maarten, we should 
not allow ourselves to be 
pushed into something that 
will not benefit the people 
of St. Maarten. Everyone 
must cooperate with us to 
accomplish this feat,” he 
said on Sunday. 


Why bather? 

The future countries St. Maarten and Curasao decided during 
the Political Steering Group Meeting in Willemstad last 
week Thursday to stick to their earlier agreement for a shared 
Central Bank and joint “own” currency, thus not switching to 
the US dollar as some had suggested. What the new currency 
will be called or look like is still unclear, but it is already 
obvious that it can’t be introduced by October 10,2010, when 
the new constitutional relations within the Dutch Kingdom 
are supposed to take effect. 

The current Antillean guilder therefore will be maintained for 
the time being. This begs the questions that if the new “own 
currency” of St. Maarten and Curasao is going to be much 
the same as the current Antillean guilder in terms of being 
pegged to the US dollar, etcetera, why even bother to change 
it? 

To begin with, while the “St. Maarten/Curasao (or Curasao/ 
St. Maarten) guilder or dollar” would hardly be an appropriate 
name for the future joint currency, viable alternatives such 
as “Dutch Antilles dollar or guilder” have the same problem 
as the current “Antillean guilder,” in that the Netherlands 
Antilles will no longer exist after 10-10-10. A “Dutch 
Caribbean guilder or dollar” also hardly makes sense, as 
neither Aruba nor the BES islands Bonaire, St. Eustatius and 
Saba are to be included. 

Rather than putting a lot of money and effort into designing 
and producing a new joint currency that won’t differ much 
from the current Antillean guilder, perhaps it would make 
more sense to just keep the latter for now and take more 
time to study whether an own currency for just two islands 
is really advisable and desirable. In that sense it’s important 
to remember that Antillean Central Bank President Emsley 
Tromp is the biggest proponent of switching to the US dollar, 
even though this would greatly reduce the scope of the very 
institution he heads. 

So, instead of a basically purely cosmetic change from one 
“own” currency to another, the wise thing to do probably is to 
save everybody the trouble, with everything else that’s going 
in connection with the process of constitutional change, and 
seriously look into “dollarisation” in the meantime. For an 
island like St. Maarten with a one-pillar tourism economy 
that depends heavily on the US market and where the dollar 
already rules in practice, that option deserves at least some 
further consideration. □ 



Scarce commodity 

Readers may have been somewhat surprised by yesterday’s 
front page report that the National Alliance (NA) faction 
in the Antillean Parliament has issues with the proposed 
amendment of the Islands Regulation ERNA to make possible 
early elections for the Island Councils of Curasao and St. 
Maarten that will become the Parliaments of the two future 
countries when the new relations within the Dutch Kingdom 
are scheduled to take effect on October 10, 2010. 

After all, the draft legislation comes from the desk of Home 
Affairs Minister Roland Duncan of the same NA. This leads 
one to wonder whether there is sufficient consultation within 
the St. Maarten party that is currently in office at both the 
island and federal level, and won all the island’s three seats 
in the Antillean Parliament during the January 22 elections, 
practically guaranteeing it will be part of the new Central 
Government now being formed as well. 

Not that there is anything wrong with one or more Members 
of Parliament taking an independent position, as they are there 
to control government and expected to perform their duty as 
elected representatives with honour and in good conscience. 
When an entire faction says it needs more time to study a 
draft law submitted by its very own minister, however, it 
raises questions. 

That is all the more the case where it involves a crucial piece of 
legislation in terms of completing the constitutional changes 
so that St. Maarten can attain country status as planned. The 
whole idea is to dissolve the current Island Councils that 
were voted into office until July 1, 2011, early and to elect 
new ones that will become the first Parliaments of the two 
new countries. 

The difference is that in St. Maarten the Island Council to be 
elected probably some time mid-June will be expanded from 
the current 11 to 15 seats, as that is the number of seats in the 
island’s future Parliament. For Curasao the number of seats 
will remain the current 21, but there is the added problem that 
the PAR/PNP/FOL coalition that supports the current process 
has only a minimal majority of 11 seats, while a two-thirds 
majority is needed to pass the draft constitution for the new 
country. 

If that majority cannot be obtained, as apparently will be the 
case in Curasao, the Island Council must be dissolved and 
a new one elected that then can pass the constitution with a 
simple majority. This means the coalition most probably will 
time the handling of the draft constitution in such a way that 
the dissolving of the Island Council for lack of a two-thirds 
majority will coincide with the process to elect a new Island 
Council and future Parliament. 

With such an elaborate scheme on the horizon, it is 
understandable that St. Maarten’s Members of Parliament 
want to make sure there are no negative consequences for 
their island and Minister Duncan would do well to address 
their concerns. However, as they are all of the same party that 
should not be very difficult or take too much time, because 
time is become an increasingly scarce commodity as 10-10- 
10 draws ever closer.Q

BOGOTA (Reuters) - El presidente de 
Colombia, Alvaro Uribe, continua imbatible 
en las encuestas y lograria su reeleccion 
comodamente si es candidato, mientras su ex 
ministro de Defensa Juan Manuel Santos se 
proyecta como su sucesor si el mandatario 
declina o queda impedido, revelo un sondeo. 
Una encuesta del Centro Nacional de 
Consultoria difundida el martes en la noche 
por el noticiero CM& revelo que si la Corte 
Constitucional declara legal el referendo que 
autoriza la segunda reeleccion y se logra la 
aprobacion de la consulta en las urnas, Uribe 
ganaria con un 46 por ciento de los votos en las 
elecciones del 30 de mayo.

un 7 por ciento. 

Uribe tambien superaria al candidato del 
Partido Liberal, Rafael Pardo, quien alcanzaria 
un 6 por ciento y al ex senador y candidato 
del partido Cambio Radical, German Vargas 
Lleras, con un 5 por ciento. 


Pero en el escenario de que el presidente no 
pueda postularse o decline hacerlo, Santos 
ganaria pero con un escenario mas complicado 
en el que tendria que enfrentar en una segunda 
vuelta a Fajardo. 

El ex ministro de Defensa, quien logro asestar 
los mas duros golpes a las rebeldes Fuerzas 
Armadas Revolucionarias de Colombia 
(FARC), obtendria un 18 por ciento de los 
votos, mientras que el ex alcalde de Medellin 
obtendria un 12 por ciento.

Pero en la eventualidad de que Uribe no se 
postule o no lo pueda hacer, el voto en bianco 
alcanzaria un 6 por ciento, mientras que un 
12 por ciento de los encuestados se declaro 
indeciso. 

A un poco mas de tres meses de las elecciones 
presidenciales, la campana esta concentrada 
en tratar de resolver el interrogante de si Uribe 
podra y esta interesado en buscar su segunda 
reeleccion inmediata y extender su Gobierno

Y recientemente, el Gobierno 
senalo el peligro de que se 
produzca un colapso en el 
sistema electrico si la cota 
de la represa de El Guri, que 
genera en torno a la mitad del 
suministro, cae por debajo de 
los 240 metros sobre el nivel 
del mar, apenas unos 17 metros 
menos que el nivel actual. 
“Aquellas personas que no 
les importe pagar el exceso 
y continuen derrochando el 
agua, les cortaran el servicio, 
asi tengan su factura al dia”, 
dijo el ministro del Ambiente, 
Alejando Hitcher, en 
entrevista con el diario local 
Ultimas Noticias, agregando 
que el plan comenzara el 1 de 


marzo. 

Tomando Caracas como 
referencia por ser el estado 
con la facturacion mas costosa, 
Hitcher explico que cada metro 
cubico de agua costara 1,0 
bolivar (0,38 dolares) cuando 
el suministro mensual este 
entre 40 y 99 metros cubicos 
en areas residenciales. 

Si el suministro alcanza los 
100 metros cubicos, cada 
litro costara 3,50 bolivares, y 
de ahi en adelante se cobrara 
a 5 bolivares. En las areas 
comerciales e industriales los 
excesos de consumo seran 
sancionados con cobros de 
hasta 7 bolivares por metro 
cubico de agua. □
